If. the eye ig removed, the pres- 
ent bad symptoms will probably be re- 
moved. Owing to the excruciating pain 
he has been suffering and his advanced 
years, General Longstreet is in rather 
poor -condition for an operation. Though 
the operation itself is not considered a 
dangerous one, his feeble condition makes 
the anesthetic more to be feared.”’ 

Many inquirtes are received daily at 
the Longstreet home about the general. 
There is no concealing the fact that the 
distinguished man is nearing his end, He 
has been a great sufferer for a number ot 
years, but since he came home from 
Washington 
has been in very bad health. He is hold- 
ing up under his sufferings with great 
fortitude, and yet contends that he is 
gcod for many more years. 

The statement given out by his family 
physician indicates, however, the gravity 
of his condition, and it would not be sur- 
prising if tre genera! did not succumb to 
the operation. It is an operation or sure 
death, however, and the physicians are 
going to give him the benefit of every- 
thing that may be in his favor.

INTO SLAVERY 


Columbus Policeman Proves 
Star Witness, 


Montgomery, Ala... July &.—(Special.)— 
The case of the United States against 
Fletcher Turner, charged with holding 
Glennie Helms, a negro, in a condition of 
peonage, was continued today and some 
very sensational testimogy. was broyght 
out at the afternoon session, telling how 
Helms was sold into slavery. 

At the morning session L. FE. White. a 
retired merchant, of Columbus, Ga., 
tified that he was- employed by Helms’ 
father to purchase Helms’ release, which 
he did for $48, which Turner accepted. 

Dave Johnson, one of the negroes held 
by Turner, testified practically the sane 
as Helms did en yesterday. He stated 
he saw Helms whipped with a stick 
es large as a broom handle several times. 

Da‘+= M. White, mayor of Goodwater, 
and chairman of the Coosa county demo- 
cratic. executive committee, brought in 
records of Fis court, showing fines of 
Helms paid with no commitment papers 
issued :

This Party Believes Change fn Pap- 
acy Would Further Interests of 
Church — Upheaval ‘Will 
Follow Death of the 
Pontiff. 


Rome, July $—Although Pope Tao its 
one of the best leved of the popes, the 
situation in the church row ifs that while 
there is one party which would do any- 
thing possible to have him live, there 
is another party which thinks a change 
in the. would further their in- 
terests as well as those of the church. 

The former party ts composed of all 
the friends of those who are now in 
power and who have secured the best 
posts, both with regard to honors and 
positions, as well as financially. These 
understand that a change may mean 
practical oblivion fer them. The other 
party is composed of all those who have 
kept in the background and whose only 
hope is in a new administration. It must 
be considered that a new pope generally 
brings a change in all the great appoint- 
ments, including the papal secretary of 
State and vigar of Rome, the representa- 
tive of the pontiff on Catholic affairs; 
the vice chancellor, who has charge of 
Issuing’ the papal bulls; the grand peni- 
tentiary, who presides at the tribunal 
of penitentiaries, granting absolution un- 
der certain circumstances, and the libra- 
rian of the holy church, besides all other 
positions more or less tmportantly c@gn- 
nected with these great dignitaries. 

There is only one man who holds such 
a position as to be sure to profit by the 
election of a new pope, if the usual 
custom is observed, This is the secre- 
tary of the consistorial congregation, who, 
during the conclave, acts as secretary 
of state. It is his duty. when a pope is 
elected. ta advance, kneeling, and offer 
the white zuccetto or the small cap. 
the emblem of papal dignity, to the new 
pontiff, who is expected to remove his 
red cap mad put the white one on his 
head while kneeling to the officiating 
monsignor as a sign that he will soon 
create him a cardinal.

“On Saturday Dr. Mazzoni went to the 
vatican and examined the patient with 
Dr. Lapponf, confirming the latter's diaz- 
nosis, viz.: An inflammatory process in 
the lung, which was defined itn the medi- 
cal bulletin as pulmonary hepatization. 
The original treatment was continued. 
consisting of supporting the strength 
of the heart and general condition of 
the patient. 

“No noticeable change was observed 
until Monday evening.- It was then found 
that the lowest part of the right of the 
thorax, which previously was pervious 
to respiration, had become impervious, 
affecting the function of the lung. The 
presence of liquid was suspected. The 
pontiff? spent an agitated and sleepless 
night. 

“On Tuesday many symptoms confirmed 
the presence of liquid. its increase wus 


considered to account for the pope's gen- 


éral condition PB do dahuon worse, After a 
test puncture 200 grams of bloody liquid 
was extracted. The condition of the pa- 
tlent improved immediately. giving hopes

Rome, July 8—Dr. Mazzoni was sud- 
denly called out of the sick chamber Dy 
Cardinal Rampolla and a hurried whis- 
pered conversation ensued. This gave 
rise to all kinds of rumors, but it was 
ston explained that Cardinal Rampo'la 
had taken upon BimSelf the duty of acting 
48 mouthpiece for some of the intimate 
friends and relatives of the pope, who 
suggested the advisability of caliing cer- 
tain other doctors itn consultation. Dr. 
Mazzoni replied that he had not the least 
objection to such a consultation, but that 
the sympioms and course of the disease 
were so clear and well defined as to leave 
no doubt as to the diagnosis. He, there- 
fore, was unable to see the necessity for 
the step proposed. No decision hag yet 
been reached about the matter. 

It became known later in the dav thee 
the motive for Dr. Mazzonf's sudden ca!] 
try Cardinal Rampolla originated in what 
vatican circles hav@ already baptized as 
“the rebellion of the cardinals'’ against Dr. 
Lapponi. It appears that some of the 
cardinals complained of the doctor's 
treatment of the patient, thinking that 
Dr. Lapponi had not since the beginning 
detected that the pope was suffering from 
an affection of the pleura and thus, they 
said, allowing the disease to assume a 
gravity which otherwise might perhaps 
have been avoided. Dr. Lapponi, who is 
suppolited by Dr. Mazzoni, indignantly re- 
pudiated the f{dea. However, the criti- 
ci®ing cardinals not only maintained their 
view, but succeeded In reaching the ear of 
Cardinal Rampolla. Besides this, the 
pope's relatives proposed that a consul- 
tation be held with the most illustrious 
physicians, naming Dr. Antonio Carda- 
relli and Dr. Guido Bacelli. But, apart 
from the question gf hurting Dr. Lappo- 
ni's feelings, further difficulty thereupon 
arose, Owing to fhe existing relations be- 
tween church and state, Dr. Cardarelli 
an Italian senator, thus making him ob- 
noxiows to the papal party. 

Dr. Racelli's position is even more dif- 
ficult. In addition to having bé@*n a mem- 
ber of the chamber of deputies of thirty 
years, he is minister of commerce, in- 
dustry and agriculture. 

In spite of these objections, the wishes 
of the Pecei family were respected, and it 
was amnounced that Drs. Lapponi and 
Mazzoni would consult with Dr. Carda- 
relli tcmorrow morning. 

The vatican has rejected the ftdea of a 
consultation with Dr. Baccelli because of 
his position as member of the Italian canh- 
inet, although Dr. Mazzoni preferred him. 
Several other physicians have heen pro- 
posed, but it is probable that,Dr. Car- 
darell: will be chosen. Dr. Baccelli ridi- 
cules the statement attributed to him .by 
the Petit Parisien, that the pope is af- 
fected with malaria.

Dean Sylvanus Morris Talks : 


of Proposed Law School 
Legislation. 


Athens, Ga., July 8.—(Special.)—The fac- 
ulty of the law department of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia take exactly the oppo- 
site position to that taken by the faculty 
of Mercer university's law department, 
touching the bill nbw pending before the 
legislature to regulate the admission of 
lawyers to the Dar of Georgia. They do 
not anticipate the direful results predicted 
by the Mercér professors, nor do they 
object to the curriculum of the university 
law department subject to the approval 
of the state bar examiners. 

Hon. Sylvanus Morris, dean of the 
university law department, in response to 
a request for his views upon the subject, 
has given out the following statement: 

“Complying with your request upon the 
subject, I gladly avail myself of this op- 
porturjty to state the attitude of the law 
department of the University of Georgia 
toward the proposed legislation now pend- 
ing before the general assembly affecting 
the law schools of the state. The bills 
introduced by Hon. W. 8. Howell, of 
Meriwether, are substantially to the same 
effect with the report of the committee on 
legal education and admission to the bar, 
submitted by the chairman, Hon, Warner 


. Hill, of Greenville, to the bar agsociation 


at Tallulah Falls last week. 

“Among other things, it is proposed to 
amit graduates of certain schools (in- 
chiding« this department) to the bar, pro- 
vided they have passed a course af two 
academic years under a curriculum ap- 
proved by the state bar examiners. It 
ia scarcely necessary to say that the of- 
ficers of this department hail with de- 
light this proposition. Two years ago the 
trustees of the university took the int- 
tlative in the state and lengthened the 
course in the law department from one 
to two years. The bar association at the 
meeting of that year, in July after the 
trustees had acted in June, adopted a 
report of their committee substantially 
the same as the one just recently adopt- 
ed. 

“The only fear any friend that the law 
department had was that the change 
would reduce the attendance so as to af- 
fect the usefulmess of the school. Tnat 
fear has not been justified. The first year 
the attendance was more than was expect- 
ed and this vear the attendance is greater 
than the average attendance since the 
schoo! was founded. It was suggested 
that the faculty of the law department 
would consider it a reflection upon them 
to have their curriculum reviewed by the 
examiners. On the contrary, the members 
of this faculty realize that they, like the 
bar examiners, are state officers and 
the responsibility of deciding who 
The teach- 
ers at Annapolis and West Point might, 
with equal reason, reSent the appoint- 
ment annually by congress of visitors to 
these institutions.

This bill is an 
act to amend paragraph 1, section 1, arti- 
cle 7 of the constitution, which relates to 
the ‘‘power of taxation to be exercised by 
the general. assembly.’ The purpose of 
the bill is to limit the tax rate “not ex- 
ceeding five-tenths of 1 per centum.’ 


I understand, of course, that the legis- 
lature intends to deal only with the. prop- | 
erty tax, but in my opinion the language 
used in the proposed -amendment to the | 
constitution is open to the criticism that | 
it does more than intended, and restricts | 
the power of taxation purely to a tax upon | 
property. I am sure the legislature does | 
not mean to propose an amendment to the 
constitution which in effect would relieve 
from taxation certain occupations or bus- 
sendin, There are thirty-five or forty 
different occupations, business or license 
taxes levied by the act of 1902, varying 
in amounts from $1,000 for dealers in cotton 
futures down to $10 for running a slot ma- 
chine, which taxes constitute a third of 
the revenue of the state. I do not think 
it is the intention of the legislature to sub- 
mit for ratification to the people an amend- 
ment withdrawing from the sovereign the 
power to tax these occupations, vet the 
amendment proposed reads as follows:

CITY COUNCIL ROWS 


OVER POLICE BOARD 


By Ten to fight Vote For- 
met Action of Body Is 
Rescinded, 


AMENDMENT TQ CHARTER 
NOT WANTED BY THE BOD) 


If Mayor Does Not Veto Action, Lag- 
islature Will Be Asked To De- 
feat Amendment That Will 
Cause Fox and Johnson 
To Resign. 


By a vote of 10 to 8 council] on yester- 
day, after a session of three hours, adopt- 
repre- 
to 


ed a resolution asking the local 
sentatives in the general assembly 
withdraw from consideration the proposed 
charter amendment which makes mem- 
bers of the board of police commissioners 
ineligible for reelection and which lhmits 
the board to five members. 

This was done after one of the most 
interesting sessions that council has ever 
had and after a sharp debate over both 
the main queStion and points of parlia- 
mentary law. 

The result of the meeting of yesterday 
ig that the majority was worsted by the 
minority, having been by generalship com- 
pelled to vote for a measure that was 
not wanted. 

The minority, by which is meant the 
geven members who did not sign the peti- 
tion asking that the amendment be with- 
Grawn, had decided that the majority 
would have to introduce during the ses- 
fion of yesterday a resolution repealing 
the former action of council and asking 
that the amendment be withdrawn. The 
minority hoped to induce the mayor to 
veto such a measure, in which event it 
would be impossible to overrule his veto, 
thus leaving the request for the passage 
of the amendment as the official action of 
council. 

The minority heard of this plan, how- 
ever, and decided to act entirely in the 
negative, compelling the majority to in- 
troduce a resolution asking the legisla- 
ture to allow the former action to stand. 
If that had been done it would have 
deen voted down. There would then have 
deen nothing for the mayor to veto and 
council would have been on record as 
Opposing a resolution which sought to 
have the former action remain as the 
present wish of council. 

The minority defeated this, however, in 
an unusual manner. The minority intro- 
duced the resolution repealing the former 
action of council, thus compelling the ma- 
jority to vote for it and securing its 
adoption, while the minority voted 
G@gainst it. The measure is therefore in 
Such a position that the mayor may 
veto it if he desires to do so, and as 
the present indications are thatrhis veto 
will not be overruled it appears that the 
official] expression of aounci]l will be in 
favor of having the legislature adopt the 
charter amendment which affects the po- 
lice board.

tlemen—The attached letter and petition was 
received by me yesterday frum Hon. Clark 
Howell, senator from the 35th district, which, 
after consultation with some ofethe repre- 
sentatives from this county in the house and 
members of the general council, I deemed it 
important to call the general council together 
for the purpose of definitely settling the pro- 
posed changes in regard to the election of 
police commissioners now pending before the 
jegisiature of Georgia. 

On the |8th of February, 1903, the general 
council of the city of Atlanta passed an or- 
Ginance unanimously requesting the legisla- 
ture of Georgia to so amend the organic law 
of our citVY so as not to permit the election 
of members of the board of police commis- 
sioners to succeed themgelves after serving a 
term until after the intermission of at least 
one year. 

This ordinance wae approved by me; the 
city attorney prepased the amendment to the 
charter; and now I am informed by the at- 
tached oorrespondence that fourteen mem- 
bers of the general council have signed a 
petition requesting the members of the legis- 
lature not to pass the proposed amendment. 

As the matter ts likely to create confusion 
by this novel manner of procedure and bring 
the actions of thie council into disrepute by 
passing ordinances and then repudiating them 
in this manner I think it is better for the 
council to deliberate on the matter and after 
discussion, if they deem the law they have 
passed in an official manner unnecessary, to 
repeal] it legally. 

If the general council treats its own acte 
sy» lightly as to repeal them by petition with- 
out any due consideration by the body they 
need not expect the people to have much 
opinion of the laws they do pass. 

I think it is very important for a delibera- 
ive body to consider well what they do, and 
after they act, consider well before they 
unGo it.

Resolution Is‘ Presented. 

Councilman Key began speaking, but 
as no motion had been made, he yielded 
to Alderman Woodward, who introduced 
in writing a motion to the effect that the 
former action of council asking that the 
charter amendment be adopted stand as 
the present wish of council. This was 
exactly what the majority wanted. Coun- 
cilman Amorous, however. produced a 
substitute, which is as follows: 

“Resolved, That the action of council, 
heretofore adopted, requesting a change 
in the city charter making police com- 
missioners ineligible for reelection, be, 
and the same is hereby repealed.”’ 

That wasexactly what the majority did 
not want. In introducing the measure 
Councilman Amorous stated that it did 
not represent his views. 

The difficulty could have been obviated 
by Mayor Pro Tem. LaHatte for the 
majority, of which he was a member, 
if he had ruled the substitute out of or- 
der on the ground that it presented noth- 
ing new, but was simply the negative 
of the resolution of Alderman Woodward. 
Such a ruling would have been in accord 
with past rulings in council. If he had 
not sustained such a point of order the 
majority could have sustained an appeal 
from his decision. If neither of these 
things were done the majority could have 
voted to adjourn. None of these things 
were done, however and the majority was 
compelled to vote for the resolution 
against its wishes. 

In speaking on the motion to adopt the 
substitute Councilman Key said: 

“] understand that members of the po- 
lice board parcelled out members of this 
body among them and sought to mold the 
sentiment of this body, and use the mem- 
hers of it as their pliant tools. If that

when we said the case should be left 
unprejudiced to the final judgment of 
the lawful courts of the country. 

Naturally we did not discuss the 
charges in detail. They are grave and 
important to Mr. Hall and the legal 
profession of the commonwealth. All 
the more reason, therefore, not to try 
them in the newspapers and by bodies 
without jurisdiction. 

Mr. Hall is entitled to a fair and 
impartial hearin: of the case on its 
merits and that is what we said he 
should be accorded. his blood is of 
the best, his family escutcheon has 
borne no blot, but many honorable 
scars from service to the state, and 
such a man, approved by an intelli- 
gent constituency, ° deserves the full 
benefit of every legal presumption and 
privilege.

The hilarious and tuneful episode is 
causing some lively discussion in our 
eastern contemporaries and even the 
“freedom shrieked” New York Evening 
Post seriously asks: “Has he a right 
to do this?” 

Why not? It ig true, doubtless, as 
stated, that the man began humbly, 
worked hard, built up his business, 
made millions off the capital he had 
invested and the labor of his shoe- 
makers, and built up a settlement in 
which they dwel: with ease and com- 
fort. Now that he has got money 
enough to allow himself a vacation and 
his wife unlimited vocalization in the 
conservatories of Europe, why should 
he hesitate because his workmen are 
to face idleness, their property depre- 
clate and the settlement wae founded 
grow desolate? Have they not ail 
served the ends he had in view? Have 
not his workmen for two decades voted 
him the highest. protection for his 
goods and made all their fellows in 
other employments pay unwarranted 
profits to him on every pair of shoes 
he turned out? And, now, being a mil- 
lionaire and having a possible succes- 
sor to Adelina Patti to drill in Eu- 
ropean musical centers, what further 
use has he for them? This is a free 
country and no man has any right to 
abuse our shoemaker friend for going 
off to Europe indefinitely and leaving 
the creators of his fortune to scuffle 
for work and : He is not likely 
to be hungry for anything, unless it be 
ear-muffs, for some time to come.

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Abandoned Farms. 

A Boston company has taken up the 
specialty of selling abandoned farms. 

“Abandoned farms” is x feature of 
civilization with which our Georgia 
and southern people are not familiar. 
In the early history of New England 
farming was very necessarily a prime 
occupation with the pilgrim people. 
In order to secure themselves against 
Indian attacks the whites built thefr 
cabins on hills and cultivated the land 
downwards. The reason for that was 
to have vision all around for the dis- 
covery of stealthy redskins and the ad- 
vantage cf position in a fight. 

When the Indian was reduced from 
a@ menace to a vagabond and an era 
of manufacturing set in, the mills and 
factories were located in the valleys 
along water-power courses. The hill 
farmers soon found it easier and cheap. 
er to go down with their families and 
do mill work, buying their provisions 
from farmers of the west,-than to re- 
main upon their acres and live by ag- 
riculture. So they moved and with 
great unanimity. 

The farms thus abandoned soon be- 
came worthless and for years a “bu- 
reau of abandoned farms” has been 
kept open by the state in the capitol 
at Boston to effect sales of these farms 
to people in other states and cities— 
not to be used as farms any more, but 
as country outing places for the sum- 
mer time. The new company has 
taken up the work of so disposing of 
these farms to Boston, New York and 
other city people who wish to own a 
country lodge for summer retirement 
and rest. The eastern states live on 
codfish and western foodstuffs and the 
people wno have swapped their farms 
for factory service live between strikes 
on their surplus savings or contribu-

As to Negro Congressmen. 

While it may be harmless enough 
to joke Senator Hopkins, of Illinois, 
over the manifest inconsistency of his 
particular appeal for negro congress- 
men from the south as an evidence of 
our willingness to be ujst to the ne- 
groes, we protest with all sincerity 
against the suggestions made by north- 
ern and southern newspapers equally 
that the northern states should send 
negroes to congress as a counter evi- 
dence of their good friendship for the 
black race. 

The northern states are under no 
obligation to elect negroes to congress. 
Selecting their representatives in that 
body is quite as serious a matter with 
them as the’same operation is with 
ug here in the south. The republicans 
of the north are sane enough on a 
business proposition not to go on fool's 
errands and they know that it would 
be a ridiculous and perhaps dangerous 
grand stand play for them to offer a 
negro candidate for congress in any 
district now held by a republican mem- 
ber. It would instantly overthrow the 
party’s supremacy in any district from 
Boston to the Pacific ocean to do so, 
and the republicans do not mean to 
lose a single district they can hold in 
The interests of the 
party require a solidarity for its pro- 
grammes, its protective policy, its 
trusts friendships, that must not bé 
jeopardized. 

The election of a full delegation of 
negro congressmen from Massachu- 
setts and New York would not advan- 
tage the negroes of the country, the 
interests of good and economical gov- 
ernment, or add to the popularity of 
republicanism—and, least of all, would 
it have any element of good to the 
democratic party. 

The democrats of the country do not 
believe that negroes are competent to 
wisely and impartially legislate for 
the nation. But when a negro has 
been fairly and. honestly elected to 
congress ‘from a southern district we 
have made no war upon him or the

RUSSIA AND COTTON PRODUC- 
TION. 


Editor Constitution: In The Canstitution of 
the 4th I notice a short editorial on ‘‘Rus- 
sia’e Engorgement of China.’’ in' which Rus- 
sia’s schemes of aggrandizement are treated 
in @ playful manner, as ‘‘Jedge Bear's as- 
tuteness."’ The article closes as follows: 

“Instead of waiting to be sibmerged by 
eome sudden tidaj wave westward of the Yel- 
low Hordes, she !s making headway in merg- 
ing her interests with theirs and will save 
herself by helping them save themselves from 
the other powers that covet their ports and 
the riches of their commerce. ‘Jedge Bear’ 
seems to be doing mighty well for the pres- 
ent.’’ 

There is a far more serious way of looking 
at Russia’e designs. You mention that ‘‘Rus- 
sia's flag now floats undisputed over half of 
what was formerly the province ef Manchu- 
ria,’’ and no gane man beileves that the Man- 
churian ports will long be open to even Amer- 
ican commerce unless on the payment of ex- 
clusive tariff charges. ‘‘Jedge Bear’s’’ astute 
“Brer Rabbity’’ promises notwithstanding. Be- 
sides, it is inevitable that Russia, if not pre 
vented, will absorb Corea and completely dom- 
inate Japan. But leaving that part of the 
question, I would draw attention to Frank

‘In that district there ia now 
grown 300,000,000 Ibs.’’ (600,000 bales) ‘‘or 
about half the needs of the Russian empire.”’ 
That the government fs doing all it can-to ene 
courage the industry, by duty of 6c a Ith. on 
imported cotton and a bounty of 3c on Rus- 
Sian goods. 

At present the south fe gaining In ascend- 
ancy in cotton manufacture, but how long 
will we hold it when gained? The principal 
labor {in our southern cotton flelde is done 
by colored hands at an avérage minimum 
wage of 40 cents a day. Rursfg can now 
utilize an immense amount of Chinese: codty | 
labor from Manchuria. and the Amoor dnd” 
will shortly control miMiong more in the 
northern proviuces of China, whom she can 
émploy on the immense tracts of fertile land 
in- Turkestan and raise cotton at a coat for 
labor of less than 10 cents a“day, including 
their feed. How, then, are we going to com- 
pete for the Asiatic trade with Russia pro- 
ducing cheaper and. controlling Persia, Man- 
churia, Corea and the north of China, possibly 
more? As you say, she can #66n control the 
yellow peril, thereby not eliminating the peril, 
but trebly inteneifying it. by adding the. Mus- 
covite element, controlling it to its own 
ends. 

Russia has another Asiatic railway 
kestan, through Khiva, Bokhara to Samar- 
cand and reaching out to Yarkund, a Chi- 
nese subject state, which Russia occupied in 
1870 and retired from the following year: 
not from any representations made by Great 
Britain or the threat of a large Chinere 
army advancing across the Ghobi, but. in 
reality, lest they alarm (Chinese seneibilities 
as to their projected coup tn Manchuria, car- 
ried out iater as we have seen: America and 
England sitting supinely by, heeding the 
warning cries of poor little Japan. 

When Yarkund is ehortly absorbed 
sia's next railway construction will be an 
extension from there of 1,200 miles, tapping 
the western provinces and the trade routes 
on China's great rivers. Even if Russia never 
rose to be a naval power, she could -etill 
monopolize the immense trade of China from 
the land and hostile fleets would be peower- 
leas. 

Now {s the time to check Russia if Amer- 
lca, England, Germany and Japan would pro- 
tect their commerce, before she has time to 
consolidate her eastern empire. The Russian 
Transsiberian raivway is vulnerable along its 
whole length from jake Baikal to Port Ar- 
thur by its proximity to Mongolia; just as 
the British African railroad from Cape Colony 
to Matabelee land was expose? to attack and 
destruction, being on the frontier, from the 
Transvaal and Orange Free State; so the 
Chinese could cut the great Russian line of 
communication at many points by their wan- 
dering Mongolian tribes and Russia, knowing 
this, wil] immediately establish a benevolent 
protectorate over that otherwise uninviting 
region. 

The powers never made a greater mistake 
than in depriving Japan of the fruits of her 
victory over the Chinese and allowing Rus- 
sia under their noses to occupy Port Arthur 
and gobble Manchuria, they are awakening 
to the fact and regretting it. 

Some day. the czar—‘‘The Little Father’’— 
wil) promulgate a Dingley-koff  tariff-ski 
ukase—and then it will be, “sad, so sad, the 
days that are no more.’’

Important Bus Passed On. 

The general judiciary committee of the 
house passed on g¢veral important meses- 
ures yesterday. ¢ 

fhe committee reported adversely on 
the bill by Mr. Rankin, of Gordon, prou- 
viding for the election of the railroad 
commissioners by the people. ‘I‘here were 
several objections to this bill, among them 
being that the people do not think enough 
about the minor offices at the capitol to 
insure the selection of the best men, and 
also that it provided for extending the 
terms of the commissioners now in office.

Sentence Is Commuted. 

Goyernor Terrell yesterday commuted 
to present service the life sentence of 
Henry Jones, convicted in Richmond 
county in 1890 of murder and sent to the 
penitentiary. This commutation of sen- 
tence was recommended by the prison 
commission, and is based on the strongest 
indorsements of those familiar with the 
case, Jones killed a negro named Key 
while defending himself against the at- 
tacks of Key and another man named 
Anderson. Key did not die until six 
months later, and there is ample evidence 
to indicate that his death wag largely 
if not directly due to his dissipations dur- 
ing that period. Important evidence not 
y brought out on the trial has been dis- 
covered since. The grand jury of Rich- 
mond county, the jury which tried Jones, 
the county officials and many others fa- 
miliar with the circumstances surround- 
ing his case joined in recommending com- 
mutation. He has served in the peniten- 
tiary thirteen years and has made a rec- 
ord for good conduct.

Kingchau-Opposite-New Chwank, Man- 
churia, July &—All the prominent Rus- 
sian officials in China, Manchuria and 
Korea are attending the conference a! 
Port Arthur... Among them are Minister: 
of War Kuropatkin, Admiral Alexieff, the 
Russian minister at Pekin, and Seoul, the 
politicaj agents in China and Korea, in- 
cluding M. Pokotiloff, recently Russian 
financial representative at Pekin; Gen- 
eral Dessino, the military agent in China 
the civil and military officers at Mukden 
Harbin and Kirin, and the ministeriai of- 
ficers of New Chwang. 

The proceedings at the conference are 
kept profoundly gecret. It is generally 
supposed that the Russian officiais are 
considering war questions. ‘The foreign 
officials now at New Chwang and Port 
Arthur believe that the possibility of was 
is increasing steadily. The Russian pol- 
icy is believed to be to hold the presen! 
positions in Manchuria, including New 
Chwang, and to take no steps to avert 
hostility with Japan, if it is assured that 
Japan will fight unaided. The war fecl- 
ing among the Japanese in North China 
is intensifying. 

The Russian civil administrators, with 
the governor general of New Chwang. 
have commenced the erection of a govern- 
ment building designed to hold all Rus- 
sian offices, including the telegraph and 
telephone departments in the cénter of the 
foreign settlements partly on land ceded 
by the Chinese, according to the Russiar 
explaration, and partly on the public 
square, about which the foreign consul- 
ates are congregated. The residents of 
other nationalities are preparing to pro- 
test against the encroachment on thé 
public squére. 

A Russian company yesterday complet- 
ed the purchase of the river steam tug 
business heretofore controlled by a Brit- 
ish company. This is regarded @s an im- 
portant step toward Russian control of 
the harbor as the new company is 4p- 
parently acting in behalf of the Russian 
government.

All vessels are 
armed and commanded by Russian offi- 
cers.

Tt was very evident, however. that some 
members voted in favor of the report 
of the committee simply with a 
to havins a final vote taken on the bill. 
and that on the final vote they were re- 
corded against it 

As on the day before the galiervy was 
crowded with interested listeners. and 
now and then Speaker Morris. kad to 
demand a .cessation of applause. 


The Debate Opened. 


The debate yesterday was opened hv 
Mr. Leigh, of Coweta, against the bill. 
Mr. Leigh contended that the man who 
is furnishing profitable employment for 
the people, as in the case of cotton mills, 
is as much a philanthropist as is the 
man who builds hospitals and endows 
colleges. The effect of the passage of 
this bill, he declared, would be to en- 
force the children to grow up in idleness. 
Many of the most successful men, he 
taid, had worked when boys and studied 
at night. 

Mr. Tigner. of Muscogee, whose speech 
is referred to later on, spoke just here 
in favor of the bill. 

Mr. Womble, of Upson, speaking 
against the bill, declared it was class 
legislation and unconstitutional. 

Mr. Mills, of Cherokee, spoke for the 
bill. urging that it was better to do 
Without industrial progress if that proe- 
fess depended upon the working of little 
ehildren. He said he had a long peti- 
tion from citizens of his county urging 
him to vote against the bill, but he be- 
leved it was right and he was going to 
vote for it. 


Tigner and Moses. 


Mr. Tigner, of Muscogee, in support- 
ing the bill, declared it was the para- 
mount duty of government to protect 
person and property, and involved in 
that is the health and safety of the 
children of the state. 

Referring to the speech of Mr. Moses, 
of Coweta, against the bill, Mr. Tigner 
had this to say: 


“We, who are supporting this child labor 
pill, are termed eelf-seeking potiticians, dema- 
gogues and sentimentalists, misguided re- 
formers, and we are associated with short- 
haired women and longhaired men. 

“A few years ago there arose in the horizon 
of western Georgia a constellation in which 
was a blazing, brilliant young star, and a 
new found Moses proclaimed himself the great 
friend of the farmers and working men of the 
fourth congréssiona! district, and that rock- 
rijbed democrat, who could not swallow the 
Oc&ila piatform, was swept from the fleld of 

tics and the new found Moses went on to 

ington—to congress, as the great cham- 

pion of the rights of the common people, the 
chief of the reformers. 

"Not a great while after that a hot blast

paearereess: from Muscogee he will vote

Mr. Moses then spoke of his political 
record and showed that in his campaigns, 
though he had been accused of defeating 
a regular democrat, he had beén assisted 

fin his race by Some of the best known 
democrats of the state. 

“They talk about republicanism,” Mr- 
Moses said, “and attack Major Hanson 
and Mr. Gordon. I commend the republi- 
cans of the north who come here and 
put their money into cotton mills. A re- 
publican who puts hi® money into these 
mills of the south, is worth 10,000 of these 
little jaybird politicians. 

“The only republicans I am afraid of 
are those in the north who will shout 
for joy should this bill become a law. 

“This legislature has’ only recently in- 
vited to speak before it a well known 
republican. It has not only extended 
that invitation to a republican, but to 
a gold democrat, a former populist and 
a prohibitionist, and not one old-fash- 
loned democrat have we asked here to 
speak on this measure. 

“During all the turmoil Coweta county 
stood true to the faith, and never was 
a vote cast against me in my county. 
Yet my democracy must be called into 
question. I would say to you who do this, 
if you have none of that spirit left which 
would lift to the skies, don’t display that 
meaner spirit which would drag down 
better men.” 

Against the Measure. 

Mr. Howell, of Meriwether, in opposing 
the bill, said he had given earnest con- 
sideration to this question, as a result of 
which he was compelled to vote against 
the méasure. Mr. Howell expressed his 
belief in the divine right of the parent 
in the control of the child. The family 
relation, he said, stands above the state.

Mr. Cann, cf Chatham, said he was 
not supporting this bill from any maud- 
lin sentimentalism, nor from any opposi- 
tion to the mill owner, but because he 
believed it the duty of the state to pro- 
any class of its citizens who by 
reason of infirmity, poverty or youth is 
unable to protect itself. The law of the 
State of Georgia savs the child of ten 
years and under has no volition, no 
mind; it is not considered to be a rea- 
soning being. 

“The sole questicn to my mind in this bill 
is that of policy and humanity,’’ Mr. Cann 
“Shall we barter the youth of ouk 
state for temporary commercia] prosperity? 
No, a thousand times no. Build up the youth 
of your land and you will get commercial 
prosperity. Dwarf and stunt your children 
andi you will never get it. Let these chil- 
dren é@njoy the free air and develop their phy- 
sical being, and the ambition that will come 
with phyeica! vigor will lead them to develop 
their moral and mental faculties.’’ 

Mr. Cann declared the bill was a humane 
one and in the {f{nterests of the future of 
Georgia. The state could not afford, he 
said, to look out only for the present, 
but must build for the future. 

Politics of Its Advocates. 

Many of the speakers, said Mr. Lane, 
of Sumter, in opposing the bill, have col- 
ored this subject too highly, and have 
made exaggerated statements of the con- 
ditions which cannot be supported by 
fagts. Continuing, Mr. Lane said: <« 

“The friends of. the measure have had much 
to say about the politics of Major Hanson. In 
fact, we were told by one of the great trium- 
virate who addressed us in favor of the meas- 
ure Munday night that Major Hanson was a 
republican. People who live in glass houses 
should not throw stones, One of these dis- 
tinguished sous of Georgia has himeelf left 
the democratic party and has never returned 
to this good hour. Anotf ier left, but we 
rejoice that he hae returned, and there was 
a time when we were very uneasy about the 
third, but we are glad that his better judg- 
‘nent restrained him. Judged by the great 
cid democratic standard, the judgment of 
three of these four visiting orators on great 
public questions has been unsafe and unsound. 
Georgia, therefore, refused to accept their 
advice, or to follow their lead. We ehould 
not be influenced by extreme and exaggerated 
statements of men who imagine they are de 
fending women and children, and whose judg- 
ment on public questions has never been safe, 
Lut shouid think and act for ourselves.’’ 

“Tt is time for the great state of Geor- 
gia to take off its swaddling clothes,” 
said Mr. Mitchell, of Thomas, who spoke 
for the bill, ‘“‘and go out into the field.’’ 
Georgia is able, he said, to get along in 
the industrial and commercial world with- 
out. having to depend upon the labor of 
the little children. 

Mr. Stanford, of Harris, spoke in oppo- 
sition to the bill. Mr. Stanford’s argu- 
ment was against sumptuary laws which 
he said the democratic party had always 
opposed. He put the proposed child labor 
bill in this class. 


Spoke for the Bill. 


Mr. Mulherin, of Richmond, said he fa- 
vored the bil both from a@ moral and a 
humanitarian standpoint. It was only 
necessary, hé said, for one to go through 
the mills in the city of Augusta where he 
lived, to reach the conclusion that this 
bill should become a law, There was no 
moral restraint around the children in 
these mills, he declared, girls and boys, 
men and women, being worked together 
and under the very worst of conditions. 

“Every quéstion that has ever come up ifn 
Georgia, I think,’’ said Mr. Felder, of Bibb, 
in supporting the measure, ‘has been paraded 
here in order ‘o cloud this question, and divert 
attention from the true issue.’’ 

Mr. Felder said he had heard no sound 
argument advanced against the - bill, 
though he had listened earnestly for it.

Mr. Hall declared there were children

He did not see how any man who is the 
father of children could vote against this 
bill to prohibit the slavery of children. 

Speaking of the industrial side of the 
question, Mr. Hall said: 

‘There is more danger to us today in the 
money of the north than there ever was in 
the bullets that were fired from their guns.’’ 

Mr. Hall concluded at 11 o’clock and the 
previous question was called under the 
rule previously passed. Each side then 
had twenty minutes to conclude debate 
under the rules. 


The Closing Debate. 


Mr. Fields, of Dooly, first spoke against. 
the bill. He was against the measure 
because he considered it meant idleness 
for the children. 

Mr. Flynt, of Spalding, spoke next 
against the bfil. He declared the measure 
would not correct the evil sought to he 
corrected. It exempted from its pro- 
visions the orphans, who were the very 
ones who ought te” be protected There 
are many families in the state whos? 
children are compelled to labor and this 
prohibtion should not be put upon them. 

Mr. Holder, of Jackson. in concluding 
the argument against the bill. said he 
thought it far hetter for the children of 
the state to work in the comfortable cot- 
ton milla. where thev can be protected 
from the summer's sun and the winter's 
blast, than to idle and loiter upon the 
street. If it is the purpose to educate 
the children, then a compulsory educa- 
tion measure should go along with it. Mr. 
Holder said he would never vo‘e for anv 
measure that would give the cotton mills 
any special privileges, but neither would 
he vote for apy measure that denied them 
equa] rights. 

Mr. Candler. of DeKalb. conclided the 
debate in favor of the bill. The general 
welfare of the state should be the high- 
est consideration of the legislature, he 
Geclared. They talk about paternalism, 
he said, and yet the statute books of the 
state are full of laws assumjne authority 
for the good of all. Mr. Candler called 
attention to the laws on the statute books 
prohibiting minors from working jin bar- 
rooms, from sitting at a gaming table, 
prohibiting persons from selling weapons 
to minors. prohibiting children from be- 
coming clowns or gymnasts and other 
laws of this. class. 

“Talk about idleness,’" Mr. Candler said, 
“God intended children should be idle at that 
tender age If he had intended they ehould 
support their parents, he would have created 
them without the intermediary of a parent.”’ 

Mr. Candier said the position of Major 
Hanson was most anomalous. Major Hanson 
said he never employed children under {2 
years of age in the mill of which he was 
the manager,..because he did not think it 
wise, and yet he advised the state of Georgia 
not to do what he considered it wise to do. 
Major Hanson, ‘he said, advocated protection 
for infant tndustri¢s, yet he was 4a Pank free 
trader when it came to the question of infant 
-ndustry’’ in Georgia. 

‘(an a law which proposes to carry out the 
agreemer.t of the mills themselves, injuricusly 
affect them?’ Mr. Candler asked. 


Amendments Voted On. 

At the conclusion of the debate the 
amendments were voted on, but only one 
or two of them were adopted. 

The house refused to adopt any amend- 
ment looking to submitting the matter 
to a vote of the people. It did, however, 
adopt an amendment by Mr. Steed, of 
Taylor, striking out Bection 4 of the bill 
which prohibited the working in factories 
of children under 14 years of age unless 
they could read and write. This removed 
what was to some members one of the 
most objectionable features of the Dill. 

Another amendment agreed, to was by 
Mr. Lane, of Sumter, putting respon- 
sibility upon the parent and guardian as 
well as upon the foreman and mill owner 
for letting children under age work in 
mills. All the other amendments were 
lost. 

The report of the committee was then 
agreed to by a vote of 91 to 38, as stated, 
and the detailed vote was taken as fol- 
lows:

Amendment Desired by Majority 
Will Be Put in Bill, 


Was Defeated Yesterday by Reason 
of the Removal of the Provis- 
ion To Make It Effective 
Only Upon Grand Jury 

Approval. . 


The Australian ballot bill failed to re- 
ceive a constitutional majority in the 
senate yesterday after the provision that 
it should not bcome effective until ap- 
proved by the grand juries had been 
stricken from the measure, 

This morning a motion to reconsider this 
action will be made and the probability is 
that the grand jury provision will be put 
in the bill. When this is done, there aré 
assurances that the requisite constitu- 
tional majority will be forthcoming. 

Several members who favor the Dili 
with the grand jury provision felt impell- 
éd tO vote against it yesterday when it 
came up before the senate with that pro- 
vision eliminated. With these senators 
acting with thase who yesterday voted 
for the bill as it stands, the passage of 
the bill seems to be assured, 

The senate devoted its entire day to the 
consideration of this important measure. 
Using as text the printed copy of thé 
bill containing the amendments adopted 
when the measurs was under consic¢.erd- 
tion a few days ago, the senatora tvok 
up section after section in order, discuss- 
ed each in all its bearings, made a num- 
ber of important changes designed to per- 
fect the measure and simplify its opera- 
tions, and on the final vote failed to give 
it the necessary majority. It got 21 votes 
to 19, but 28 is a constitutional major- 
ity. 

The Grand Jury Provision. 

As the bill came before the senate, it 
contained as section 2% a provision that 
the law should not become effective in 
any county until it had been recommended 
by two successive grand juries; after it 
had been so approved and put in opera- 
tion, the recommendation of two succes- 
sive grand juries could make it inopera- 
tive. There was much objection to this 
section, tending ag it would to bring about 
a see-saw of conflicting interests, and the 
provision gave rise to quite extended de- 
bate. When !t came up for consider- 
ation, Senator Tisinger moved to amend 
by striking out the entire section. Pres- 
ident Howe}l, who took an active part in 
the debate. having, called Senator Davis 
to the chair, presented an alternative 
proposition to be voted upon in case Sen- 
ator Tisinger’s motion was defeated. He 
said that he preferred to see Senator Tis- 
inger's motion prevail, as he thought the 
senate should not shift the burden of de- 
cision upon the grand juries, but in case 
it did not, he would move to amend this 
section 24 by making it read as followa: 

This act shall not become operative in 
any county of this state unti] the same ehal! 
have been recommended by two successive 
grand juties of the county. but whenever two 
at two successive terms ® the 
superior court of any county, shall so recom- 
mend tin the general presentments. then this 
act shall become of full force and effect in 
that county, as to all elections that shall 
heréafter be held in said county, and {ft shall 


be the duty of the superior court judges of 
this atate to read this act, or have it read 


o# by the clerk of the court, at each term of the 


court, as a part of thelr charges to the grand 
jury of every county in which this act Is 
not operative, and when two successive grand 
juries have so recommended in any county, 
it shall be the duty of the judge of the su- 
perior court of that county to report the 


% game to the secretary of state for record. 


In the light of the certainty that some 
euch provision wil] be adopted today, this 
amendment is of especial interest. 


Objectionable Features Eliminated. 


The motion to strike out the grand jury 
provision entirely was carried by the 
"ote of President Howell. On the roll 
call, the vote stood 2@ to 20, and the re- 
sponsibility for deciding fell upon him. 
He said he felt no hesitancy in accepting 
the responsibility since the senate had, 
by its amendments, so changed the hill as 
to eliminate all of the objectionable fea- 
tures and he felt sure it would work 
hardship upon nobody. His _ personal 
opinion was that the law should be made 
general in its operations and should not 
be left to the grand juries to put in op- 
eration. 

This action was taken after a morning 
spent in acting upon amendments and in 
debate. Two efforts were made by the 
minority to cyt short the discussion. and, 
if possibie, kill the bill. These came in 
the shape of a motion to indefinitely post- 
pone and of an early motion to adjourn 
both made by Senator Comas as the rep- 
resentative of the element which Is op- 
posed to the bill in any shape. Both mo- 
tions were voted down. The vote upon 
the motion to indefinitely postpone Was a 
fair test of the strength of the minority 
which opposed all legigjation of this kind. 

Those who voted for the motion ‘o inde- 
finitely postpone were Messrs -Allen, 
Cleménts, Camas, Duncan, of the tenth; 
Harrel, Hightower, Ledford, Lewis, Mc- 
Clure, McLean, Park, Roberts and Tur- 
ner—14, 
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Senators Perry, Skejton, Matthews, Mid- 
diebrogks, Tisinger, Jordan, Park, Led- 
ford, Merritt, Atkinson and President 
Howell. 

In the course of the debate it devel- 
oped that there were two features of the 
Original bill to which there was a good 
deal of objection, and that this objec- 
tion was of a character calculated to ma- 
terlally weaken the measure. One of these 
was the provision that made it impera- 
tive upon the counties to erect election 
boothe in each precinct—even in those 
where but a few votes were polled. It 
was the consensus of opinion that this 
should be obviated in. some way !f possi- 
ble. There was a genera] discussion of 
the advisability of saving this expense 
to the counties if it could be done with- 
out impairing the privacy of the voter 
and the secrecy of the ballot, and this 
end was finally secured by the adoption 
of an amendment prepared by President 
Howell, after congultation with other 
members, which is in the following lan- 
guage: - 

Provided, That the provisions of this act re- 
quiring the erection of special voting boothe 
shal] not apply to any city, town or militia 
district the population of which is less than 
1,000 as shown by the last federal census, 
but in such cases it shall be the duty of the 
election managers to provide by rope, rail or 
partition a private place or places for the 
voter to prepare his ballot undisturbed from 
outside interference, and such place or places 
shall be within 8 feet of, and with direct 
approach to, the ballot box, and in the same 
room, and in said place no one shall enter 
except under the eame provisions as herein 
provided for those entering booths, and al! 
other provisions of this act as to the conduct 
&: electiona or primaries, the duties of man- 
agers and the punishment for the violation of 
the provisions of thia act shall apply to all 
élections or primaries held under the provis- 
jons of this section. 


Provision Objected To. 

As stated above, the grand jury pro- 
vision contained in section 24 was stricken 
from the bill. As this appeared in the 
bill it read as follows: 

This act shall not become operative in any 
county of this state until the same ehall have 
been recommended by two successive grand 
juries of the county, -but whenever two grand 
juries, at two successive terme of the superior 
court of any county, #hall so recommend in 
the general presentments, then this act shall 
become of full force and effect in that coun- 
ty, as to all elections that shall hereafter 
be held in said county. In case this act 
shall become operative in any county of this 
state by virtue of the recommendation of 
two grand juries, it shall likewise become in- 
operative upon like recommendations of two 
Successive grand juries, and when this act 
shalj become tnoperative, after having been of 
force in amy county, Le election laws now of 
force shall become operative in said county. 

The discussion over this feature occu- 
pled a considerable portion of the morn- 
Ing’s debate. Some senators who are for 
the bill as a general proposition believe 
its adoption in any county should depend 
upon the recommendation of the grand 
jury, but there was genera! criticism of 
the section as quoted above on the score 
that it would open the way to all sorts 
of uncertainty and, perhaps, political jug- 
sling. It was to meet these Objections 
that Mr. Howell prepareti the alternative 
amendment which will doubtless come 
up before the senate today. ; 

While the 
vored striking out all reference to the 
grand jury, it is known that four or five 
senators who are willing to vote for the 
bill if it contains such a provision, felt 
impelled to vote against it on the final 
test yesterday. 

One notable change in the verbiage of 
the bill is that which provides that the 
voter shall scratch off the names of those 
for whom he does not want to vote, leav- 
ing the unstricken names as his choige, in- 
stead of indicating his choice by a cross 
after the name. This change was made 
upon motion of President Howell with. a 
view to making the bill conform as 
nearly as possible with the prevailing 
methods in Georgia and thus eliminating 
the probabilities of confusion. 

Another important amendment was that 
by Sénator Jordan to section 10. changing 
the provision that the election managers 
must be selected from ‘‘freeholders’’ so 
as to make it read “‘persons now qualified 
by law to hold elections in Georgia.”’ 

A number of mino., amendménts were

Roe Hampton, 15 to 1, Bullman Up, 
Made a Gallant Effort for the 
Prize and Finished Second.

New York, ‘July $—J. B. Haggin's 
Water Boy won the Brighton handicap 
at 1 1-4 miles today in 2:03 1-5, a world’s 
record, faster by 3-5 of a second than 
Gold Heels’ circular track record time 
made in this race last year, and faster 
than the record time of 2:03 3-4 made 
on a straight course by Banquet, Water 
Boy carried ‘the top weight—124 pounds— 
and was favorite in the betting at 2 to 1. 
He had no sefious competition in tye 
race after Jockey Odom made his run 
except from Roe Hampton. 

Roe Hampton, carrying 107 
with Bullman up and at 15 to 1 in the 
betting, ran a fine race. Just when 
they finst passed the stand he made up 
ground rapidly, led for a sixteenth of a 
mile before entering the stretch and 
made a gallant fight for first honors 
when challenged by Water Boy. River 
Pirate, 1% pounds, with the colored boy 
Hicks in the saddle, was third with as 
good as 6 to 1 against his chances to 
finish in the first three. Water Boy 
won by a length with Roe Hampton 8 
lengths in front of River Pirate. Little 
Larson, who rode Articulate, was thrown 
in front of the stand as the horses 
passed the first time. His mount was 
fifth and going well, when Francesco 
and Herbert bumped him. Articulate 
crossed his legs, stumbled and Larson 
shot over his head. He lay beating his 
arms on the track and apparently badly 
hurt, but he proved to have received 
no serious injury when brought into the 
judges’ stand. 

Water Boy First Away. 

To a good and prompt start Water Boy 
was first away and Odom took him 
@ver toward the rail, but Paul got the 
coveted position. Oom Paul lied, pass- 
ing the stand with Water Boy next and 
Francesco and Herbert coming strongly. 
Roe Hampton was tarried wide on the

Then Water Boy and Roe Hampton left 
the rest of the field, drawing away to- 
gether and the big long striding black 
horse was forging surely ahead. It was 
Water Boy’s race a sixteenth of a mile 
from home and Odom eased his. mount 
a trifle. Bullman suddenly shook up 
Roe Hampton, the little chestnut was 
again neck and neck with th@ black, but 
one flourish of Odom’s whip sent Water 
Boy ahead again and across the line a 
winner.

Water Boy was bred by J. B. Haggin 
on the Rancho Del Paso in California, 
and was brought east a yearling for 

sale in 199%. When led into the ring at 
' Sheepshead Bay the only bid for him 
was sO small that he was withdrawn, 
As a 2-year-old he started once and was 
unplaced. Water Boy won two races at 
Morris park in the spring of 1902 and 
finished first in a third, but was dis- 
qualified for fouling. He broke a pelvic 
Hone while in preparation for the Bel- 
mont d was in slings for three months. 
Jack Joiner became the Haggin trainer 
. last September and backed Water Boy 
in the winter books at 100 to 1 to win 
the Suburban. The horse was with- 
drawn on account of the mud, but won 
the Suburban renewal last week, set- 
ing a new track record. He has raced 
ight times in his life, finished first six 
times and made two records. To the 
sinner the Brighton handicap was worth

Section 7. Le it further enacted, That there 
shall be provided by the election superintend- 
ents, or party superintendents in case of

placed thereon the signature of the managers, 

Section 2!. Be it.further enacted, That the 
consolidation of the vote of a country must be 
made by the managers of the election, in 
the same manner as is now provided by law, 
and certificates of ihe result must be prepared 
and forwarded to the proper officers in the 
manner now provided by law, and in case 
of municipal elections the consolidation must 
be made, and a certificate of the result pub- 
iished -by- the managers to the council or 
governing body of the city or town. Ih .case 
of a primary election the returns shall be 
made in the manner herein provided for to 
the proper authorities of the political party 
holding such primary. 

Section 22. Be it further enacted, That any 
officer, manager, clerk or other person upon 
whom duty ts imposed by this act, who in- 
tentionally neglects or falls to perform the 
same, when no punishment is otherwise herein 
provided, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and on conviction shall be punished as pro- 
vided by section 1039 of the penal code. 

Section 23. Be it further enacted, That 
nothing in this act contained shall be con- 
strued to alter or change the requirements as 
to registration of voters, now or hereafter 
to be of force under the laws of this state,
